(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.— A County  Council 
Welfare  Clinic  is  held  once  weekly.  A Medical  Officer  attends 
each  week.  An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  also  held  weekly. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Market  Street,  Kettering. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  clinic  at 
Corby.

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Persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  the 
Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  every  Thursday  evening- 
under  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  treatment  was  offered  free  of 
cost.  Cases  were  referred  for  treatment  by  medical  practitioners, 
health  visitors,  and  district  nurses,  and  166  received  treatment 
during  the  year.

SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  during  1944  was 
356,000  gallons  of  which  35,000  gallons  were  taken  for  industrial 
purposes.  There  was  a further  net  decrease  in  the  yield  over  the 
year  from  the  Council’s  two  wells,  although  the  lowest  monthly 
yield  did  not  fall  in  any  one  month  to  the  figures  for  the  Autumn 
months  of  the  previous  year.  The  increased  consumption  and 
decreased  well  yield  necessitated  an  increased  demand  for  bulk 
supply  from  the  Corby  and  District  Water  Company. 

With  the  supply  available  from  the  Water  Company  there  has 
been  an  adequate  quantity  of  water  to  meet  all  requirements  and 
the  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  has  consistently

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From  consideration  of  the  results  of  examination  and  analysis 
there  appeared  to  be  no  case  of  contamination  requiring  investigation 
and  the  characteristics  of  the  water  do  not  suggest  any  possibility 
of  plumbo-solvent  action. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  water  from  both  wells  is  hard  whilst 
that  taken  from  the  Water  Company  is  softer,  having  about  17 
degrees  (Clark’s  Scale). 

Water  is  supplied  to  2,745  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  direct 
to  the  house  and  to  84  houses  by  means  of  stand-pipes.  In  addition 
55  houses  depend  oh  wells  for  their  water  supply. 

Public  Cleansing. — There  has  been  no  improvement  during 
the  year  in  labour  available  for  street  scavenging  and  whilst  main 
thoroughfares  have  been  effectively  cleansed,  the  scavenging  in 
other  streets  has  necessarily  fallen  below  the  standard  normally 
required. 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  continued 
during  the  year  to  which  the  great  majority  of  householders  have 
adapted  themselves.  Difficulties  have  arisen,  however,  in  a number 
of  cases,  generally  owing  to  large  families  or  mismanagement,  and 
it  is  clear  that  a return  to  a weekly  collection  is  desirable  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permit. 

Nuisances. — The  number  of  nuisances  investigated  was  less 
than  in  previous  years,  although  all  complaints  received  were 
attended  to.  The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  defective 
dustbins  was  higher  than  in  any  previous  year  and  considerable 
difficulty  was  experienced  at  times  in  meeting  the  demand. 

Rats  and  Mice. — During  1944  an  increased  amount  of  time 
was  spent  on  inspections  and  considerable  improvement  was  effected. 
Advice  and  practical  assistance  were  given  to  the  public  on  many 
occasions,  and  in  some  cases  contracts  were  entered  into  with  Business 
Occupiers  to  keep  their  premises  clear  of  vermin. 


SECTION  D.  Housing. 

Only  really  essential  repairs  were  requested,  but  the  difficulties 
encountered  due  to  the  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials 
made  the  supervision  more  involved  and  more  time  was  spent  for 
less  results.  A stringent  supervision  of  overcrowding  was  maintained 
and,  where  possible,  conditions  were  improved.  There  is  a great 
shortage  of  housing  accommodation  and  particularly  of  the  type  of 
house  having  four  or  five  bedrooms.  The  majority  of  houses  in 
Corby  have  a living  room  and  two  or  three  bedrooms  with  the  result 
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that  a house  may  not  be  overcrowded  as  legally  defined  under  the 
Housing  Act  and  yet  the  living  arrangements  may  be  very  unsatis- 
factory.

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926  : Supervision  of  cowsheds  is 
carried  out,  attention  being  paid  to  clean  methods  of  production 
and  dairymen  are  notified  of  the  results  of  tests  for  cleanliness. 

Forty-six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  the  Methylene

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SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 


Smallpox. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  disease  was  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
Three  patients  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria. — Five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  among 
four  children  and  an  adult.  One  boy  had  prophylactic  inoculation 
in  1941  and  recovered.  The  other  four  were  members  of  one  family 
and  had  not  been  immunised.  The  infection  was  of  the  Gravis 
type  and  two  of  the  patients  died. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.— No  cases  were  reported. 

Erysipelas.— No  cases  were  reported. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  and  removed 
to  hospital.  The  patient  recovered  from  the  infection. 

Measles. — One  case  was  reported.  The  patient  was  nursed 
at  home  and  recovered. 

Whooping  Cough. — No  cases  were  reported. 

Pneumonia. — One  case  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  was 
notified.  The  patient  was  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Malaria.— There  was  one  case  of  malaria  notified  in  a foreign 
civilian.  The  patient  was  removed  to  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  1944. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  and  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby 
an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily 
removed  to  hospital. 

Fifteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  table  gives  the 
age  and  sex  incidence  of  tuberculosis  and  of  deaths  from  the  disease 
for  1944. 

Tuberculosis  After-Care. — The  Committee  continue  to 
take  an  increasing  interest  in  the  welfare  of  patients  and,  in  addition 
to  making  grants  of  assistance,  stress  the  preventive  side  by  attention 
to  better  hygiene  and  housing  conditions.
